We attempt to name plants correctly but no guarantee is expressed 
or implied. Growing conditions affect plants so much that they may 
look entirely different in your garden than they did in the nursery. 
They leave us in good condition and should do well if properly grown. 

In order to give the most information possible in the least space, 
each plant name is followed by the color of the flower, ultimate height 
or height of blossom—whichever applies, and approximate time of 
flowering. All plants with the exception of ‘‘rooted cuttings’ are ready 
to set out into the garden although different groups may vary in 
maturity. A dwarf shrub is comparatively young and small at three 
to five years while an herbaceous perennial should be divided and 


reset that often. 


Rock Plants 


A good rock garden demands special attention to the soil when 
planting. Sandy loam, peat moss and well rotted manure in equal 
portions provide a good base soil for general use. Plants with special 


requirements may have other ingredients added. 


Be sure no air pockets are left when working with the soil, either 
when the rocks are set or when the plants are put in. The plant 
roots should be firmed well at the time of transplanting and after any 
freezing weather which might cause them to be heaved from the 


ground. 


Such plants as dianthus and saxifrage profit from having the dead 


blossoms removed after flowering unless seed is desired.
